SHANGHAI, Dec. 14.—Refugees 
from the bombed United States 
Gunboat Panay were imperiled 
again today by the clash between 
Japanese and Chinese troops around 
Hohsien, hindering rescue efforts of 
foreign naval vessels on the Yang- 
tze. 
It had been expected it would be 
possible to begin taking the 52 sur- 
vivors aboard the United States 
Gunboat Oahu and the British Gun- 
boat Bee late today, but the new 
outbreak of fighting interrupted 
plans. 

The two gunboats, along with the 
Japanese ship, Hozu, were lying at 
the mouth of a creek entering the 
Yangtze at Hohsien, about 45 miles 
up the river from Nanking. 

The known deaths from the 
bombing increased to four when the 
badly burned body of an unidenti- 
fied seaman was found by the 
Oahu. Of the other three dead, two 
were a crew m.-uber and a passen- 


ger of the Panay and the third was 
the captain of one of the three 


Standard Oil tankers which were 
attacked. about the same time.

Why Befugees Filed. 

The Panay party had fled to Han- 
shan to avoid Chinese-Japanese

Admiral Nagano was a former 
Secretary of the Navy and was ap- 
pointed commander ot the combined 
Japanese fleet last February.

The demands, which were an- 
nounced yesterday in an oral mes- 
sage relayed from President Roose- 
velt to Emperor Hirohito, are for- 
mal regrets, complete and com- 
prehensive indemnification, and 
guarantees against future attacks 
by Japanese forces on American 
shipping. 

‘The note was presented to the 
Japanese Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs last night by United States 
Ambassador Joseph C. Grew at To- 
kio. It protested in vigorous lan- 
guage. against the attack on the 


Panay and also against the sink- 
ing and burning of three Ameri- 
can commercial vessels. 

Charges Disregard of Rights. 

It called attention to several oc- 
casions in the past when it said 
Japanese armed forces “have vio- 
lated ‘the rights of the United 
States.” “In the present case,” it 
continued, “acts of Japanese armed 
forces have taxen place in com- 
plete disregard of American rights, 
have taken American life and have 
destroyed American property both 
public and private. 

“In these circumstances, the 
Government of the United States 
requests and expects of the Japa- 
nese Government a formally record- 
ed expression of regret, an under- 
taking te make complete and com- 
prehensive indemnifications; and 
an assurance that definite and spe- 
cific steps have been taken which 
wil’ insure that ‘hereafter Ameri- 
can‘ nationals, interests and prop- 
erty in China will not be subjected 
to attack by Japanese armed 
forces or unlawful interference by 
any Japanese authorities or forces 
whatsoever.”

Text of Japanese Note. 

The text of the note follows: 

Regarding the incident of Dee, 
12, it which the United States 
Gunboat Panay and three steam- 
ers belonging to the Standard Oil 
Co, were sunk by bombing of 
Japanese naval aircraft at a point 
about 26 miles above Nanking, I 
had the honor, as soon as unof- 
ficial information of the incident 
was brought to my knowledge, to 
request your excellency to trans- 
mit to the United States Govern- 
ment apologies from the Japa- 
nese Government. 


From reports subsequently re- 
ceived from our representatives 
in China, it has been established 
that the Japanese air force, act- 
ing on information that Chinese 
troops were fleeing. from Nan- 
king and were going up the river 
by steamer, took off in pursuit, 
and discovered such vesséls at 
the above-mentioned point. Ow- 
ing to poor visibility, however, 
the aircraft, although they de- 
scended to fairly low altitudes, 
were unable to discern any mark 
showing any of them was an 
American ship or -man-of-war. 
Consequently, the United States 
Gunboat Panay and the vessels 
of the Standard Oil Co., being 
taken for Chinese carrying flee- 
ing Chinese troops, were bombed 
and sunk. 

“Most Profound Regrets.” 

While it is clear in the light of 
the above circumstances that the 
present incident is entirely due to 
a mistake, the Japanese Govern- 
ment regrets most profoundly 
that it has caused damage to a 
United States man-of-war and 
ships and casualties among those 
aboard and desire to present 
hereby our sincere apologies. 

The Japanese Government will 
make indempnifications for all 
losses and deal appropriately with 
those responsible for the inci- 
dent.

Later she heard the man running 
water in the adjoining bathroom.

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Fraffic for Second Day 


Condition Extends From Kansas City to 
Indianapolis and From Chicago to Fort 
Worth —43 Fractures Caused by Falls. 


For the second day vehicle and 
pedestrian traffic was hazardous in 
Missouri today, after another night 
during which a fine mist, which 
froze as it fell, continued intermit- 
tently. 

The State Highway Department 
warned motorists’ to travel only 
when absolutely necessary, and 
then to proceed with caution. 

Highways in most of the State 
were even more glazed and hazard 
ous than yesterday, although all 
available equipment of the depart- 
ment has been used to spread 
gravel and cinders on curves and 
hills 24 hours a day since the onset 
of the ice Sunday night. Only roads 
in the extreme southern part of 
the State, below United States 
Highway No. 60 from Charleston to 
Springfield. were clear. 

At Lambert-St. Louis Municipal 
Airport, where no plane has ar- 
rived or departed since Sunday eve- 
ning, the Weather Bureau report- 
ed that the icy condition extended 
from Kansas City, Mo., to Indian- 
apolis, and from Chicago to Fort 
Worth, Tex. 

Weather Forecaster Roscoe Nunn 
said the condition could be expect- 
ed to continue until tomorrow after- 
noon, when warmer weather, which 
would melt the ice, is probable in 
much of the affected area, includ- 
ing St. Louis. 

43 Suffer Fractures in Falls. 

Pedestrians in St. Louis experi- 
enced more difficulty this morning 
than yesterday. The number of 
persons treated at City Hospital. 
for fractures reached 43. Ninety- 
eight others were treated for less 
serious injuries. Four fractures 
were reported in St. Louis County 


and seven in East St. Louis. 

On many thoroughfares, pedestri- 
ans avoided sidewalks and walked 
in the street, where much of the 
ice had been broken by motor traf- 
fic. Chief of Police John H. Glassco 
ordered patrolmen to notify prop- 
erty owners that they must keep 
their walks clear. 

Although driving continued haz- 
ardous on highways and side 
streets, the ice had been broken 
up on major boulevards and on such 
streets traffic neared a normal 
pace.

PARIS KILLER'S SIXTH 


VICTIM'S BODY FOUND 


Police Discover It in ‘Brigand’s 
Cavern’ Corner of Fon- 
tainebleau Forest. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Dec. 14~—Police today, 


found the body of Janine Keller, 
sixth known victim of a gang of 
robbers, in “Brigand’s Cavern,” in 


‘a corner of Fontainebleau Forest, 


The discovery resulted from infor- 
mation given police yesterday by 
Eugene Weidmann, confessed killer 
for the gang. 

More than 250 persons milled 
around the entrance of the cave as 
police found the body, buried under 
a thin layer of sand. 

The crowd was allowed to file 
in and see the body in the cave, 
which police said was the hiding 
place of highwaymen in the six- 
teenth century. 


Weidmann, who admitted yester- 
day that Mme. Keller was the sixth 
person he had killed to rob, told 
police he used part of his loot to 
learn to tango and waltz. 


Some of the money he spent for 
dancing lessons was in travelers‘ 
checks stolen when he strangled 
Jean de Koven, 22-year-old Brook- 
lyn (N. T.) dancer. 

Between last July when he stran- 
gled Miss de Koven and last week 
when he was arrested on discovery 
of the body of one of his male vie- 
tims, Weidmann spent part of his 
spare time taking the lessons. 

With his confession of the mur 
der of Mme. Keller, Weidmann 
changed his account of the shooting 
of Roger Le Blond, young theater 
manager, to accuse Roger Million, 
who he said was chief of the 
gang, of responsibility for it, 
Weidmann previously had admit- 
ted shooting Le Blond and three 
other men. 

Weidman said he and Million 
lured Mme. Keller to the woods 
early in October under pretext of 
getting employment for her as a 
governess with a wealthy American 
family. 

‘After telling her they were tak- 
ing her to Vichy to meet her new 
employer, Weidmann said, he and 
Million stopped at the forest and 
suggested a stroll Weidmann said 
he shot her in the back of the head 
and he and Million buried her.

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_ {Senate agreed today to fix a limit 


on the amount of corn and wheat 
each farm can market under mar- 
keting quotas to be imposed by the 

“ever-normal granary” bill when 
supplies become large. 

The provision would authorize 
the Secretary of Agriculture, acting 
through state, county and local 
farmer-committees, to fix a quota 
for every farm, . irrespective of 
whether the farmer had signed a 
contract. Producers of less than 
100 bushels of wheat or 300 bushels 
of corn, or those who consume 75 
per cent of production on the farm, 
may be exempted from the quotas, 
if they wish. Feeding of grains to 
animals for market is outside the 
definition of consumption on the 
farm, — 

The marketing quotas were de- 
fined as production from acreage 
allotted to corn or wheat. Produc- 
tion on excess acreage would be 
taxed 50 per cent of the “parity 
price” if sold. 

Southern Senators engaged in a 
dispute over the method for deter- 
mining cotton acreage under the 
compulsory marketing quotas. 

The original draft of the bill pro- 
vided that all “tilled acres” should 
be considered in making cotton al- 
lotments. “Several Southern Sena- 
tors said this was unfair because 
ground planted to peanuts, wheat, 
corn, tobacco and sugar cane would 
be considered, with the result that 
areas where cotton alone was plant“ 
ed might be penalized. 

Bailey A Measure. 

In continuing attacks on the bill 
Senator Bailey of North Carolina 
asserted it unconstitutional. 

J think the members who drew 
this bill—with all due respect to 
them—disregarded every opinion of 
the Supreme Court,” he said. 

He said that the measure eventu- 
ally “will go the way of the Bank- 
head bill,” which, imposed compul- 
sory control and was repealed after 
the Supreme Couht decision invali- 


dating the Agricultural Adjustment 


Act. 

He proposed an amendment 
which he said was “designed to 
protect the little tobacco farmer.” 
It would limit to 10 per eent the re- 
ductions which could be made in 
the five-year production averages 
of farmers living en their farms 


Bj and raising between 5000 and 10,000 


pounds of bright tobacco annually. 
Reductions would, be limited to 5 
per cent for farmers raising under 
5000 pounds annually. 

Bailey said it was “unjust, unfair 
and unwise” to reduce quotas of 
small farmers in the same amount 
as those for large farmers. 

Bailey’s Proposal Beaten, 

Put to a vote, his suggested lim- 
itation on quota reductions was re- 
jected, 43 to 35, after Democratic 
Leader Barkley had added his op- 
position to that of Pepper of Filori- 


da and Ellender (Dem.), Louisiana. | 


Barkley, in his most vigorous 
speech this session, said the Agri- 
culture Department had informed 
him Bailey’s amendment. would 
“make it impossible to put a to- 
bacco program into effect.” 

Barkley said 55 per cent of the 
tobacco crop is grown by farmers 
producing less than 10, pounds 
a year. 

The Senate rejected an amend- 
ment by Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
intended to exempt dairy produc- 
ers from corn marketing quotas, 
but accepted a similar amendment 
to placate dairy interests. 

The approved amendment elim- 
inates crn “normally used for en- 
silage’ from control features of 
the bill. 

Barkley said a night session 
would be held tomorrow unless 
there is a final vote before then 
on the farm bill.

Commissioners said they wolud 
revise those prices alleged to be un- 
just, pending further investigation 
and formal hearings. As a first 
step, the board has reduced Ala- 
bama railroad fuel prices, against 
which Alabama operators have 
complained. 


In another order, the commis- 8 
sion exempted coal miners from 


the scheduled prices when they buy 
coal for home consumption from 


their employers. Coal prices to 5

The commission also suspended

d concerns in this area to be 
charged with unfair practices un- 
der the Labor Act, has agreed also 
to post at its Salem plant a notice 
defining the rights of employes un- 
der the act, and stating, in part, 
“the company concedes that the 
relations between the company and 
its employes at Salem plant are 
governed by the National Labor 
Relations Act.” 

Back Pay Checks Delivered. 

The three women to be reinstat- 
ed are Miss Muriel Vanatta, Mrs. 
Reba Powell and Miss Dorothy 
Harvey. The board ruled that they 
were discharged illegally in Sep- 
tember, 1935, when the A. F. of L. 
shoe workers’ union was at- 
tempting to organize the plant. 
Back pay checks totaling $2127, 
covering the period of discharge, 
were delivered to the women last 
Friday. 

Miss de Schweinitz said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
shoe company refused to abide by 
the order, made June 1, 1936, until 
the Labor Act was upheld by the 
Supreme Court last April. Had ne- 
gotiations for a settlement failed, 
she said, the NL R B would have 
filed suit in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for an en- 
forcement order. 7 

The board’s original order éalled 
for re-employment of more than 90 
former employes. The director said 
the number was cut to 55 when in- 
vestigators found that many had 
obtained jobs elsewhere. 

An officer of the company, con- 
firming the NLRB announce- 
ment, declared the company “had 
taken the position and still con- 
tends that it had not violated the 
Labor Act.“ While the charges 


were made by the shoeworkers’ un- 


ion, the officer said that few Sa- 

lem plant employes now are mem- 

bers of a labor organization. 
Notice on Employes’ Rights. 
In defining the rights of em- 


| ployes, the notice the company has 
agreed 


to post reads as follows: 

“The company recognizes the 
right of it semployes to bargain 
collectively through representatives 
of their own selection, and will ne- 
gotiate with any representative or 
representatives so selected. 

“The company further recognizes 
the right of its employes to join 
and take an active part in the .af- 
fairs of any labor union or other 
organization they may select, or to 
refrain from joining any such or- 
ganization. The company will 
neither directly nor indirectly in 
any manner interfere with, restrain 
or coerce its employes in the free 
exercise of said rights, nor will it 
do anything to discourage member- 
ship in any labor union or organi- 
zation. 

“It should be clearly understood 
by every employe of this company 
that the company will in no man- 
ner discriminate against any em- 
ploye in regard to hire or tenure 
of employment, or any term or con- 
dition of employment because of his 
or her. having joined any labor un- 
ion or other organization, or be- 
cause of his or her activity on be- 
half of such organization.” 

Original Findings Set Aside. 

With Dean Alphonse G. Eberle of 


the St. Louis University Law School. 


as trial examiner, hearing of testi- 
mony required more than three 
weeks in November and January of 
1935. Dean Eberle’s report gave ‘a 
sweeping decision to the company, 
although conceding that a citizens’ 
committee at Salem had violated 


constitutional rights of workers 


through improper use of police pow- 
er. The Eberle report later was 
set aside by the NLRB on the 
ground that it was “erroneous and 
contrary to evidence,”

NEW YORK, Dec. 14. — Leon 
Trotsky, who was found not guilty 
by an unofficial commission of in- 
quiry of the charges made against 
him at the Moscow treason. trials, 
said yesterday the commission's 
80,000-word report was “a terrible 
blow” to the leaders of the Soviet 
Union. 

In a telegram from Mexico, D. 
F., made public be Oe John Me 
ey; chairman of the commission, 
Trotsky said; 

“The commission condemned no- 


body to death or to prison: Yet it 


is impossible to imagine a more ter- 
rible verdict. The commission says 


Ito the rulers of a great country, 


‘You committed a frame-up for the 
purpose of justifying the extermin- 
ation of your political adversaries. 
You tried to deceive the toilers of 
You are unworthy to 
serve a cause which you invoke.” 
Trotsky in his telegram said the 
commission report had “immeasur- 
able political importance.” He 
was certain “the methods of lying 
and blundering frame-ups which 
contaminate the inner life of the 
Soviet Union and: the workers’ 
movement of the whole world re- 
ceived a terrible blow.” 
Dewey read the telegram in a 10- 
minute broadcast in which he 
charged that the trials in Moscow 
in August, 1936, and January, 1937, 
had been used in this country “to 
disrupt the ranks of labor.” 
Dewey cited incidents following 
the murder of Patrick J..Corcoran, 
leader of American Federation of 
Labor unions in Minneapolis, on 
Nov. 17, as proof that the Trotsky- 
ist issue already has been intro- 
duced as a disturbing factor in the 
ranks of American labor. 
Communists and their sym- 
pathizers “would have us believe," 
he said, that “Minneapolis workers 
friendly to Trotsky assassinated 
Corcoran.” Unionists in no way 
connected with Trotsky, who ridi- 
culed the charge, were denounced 
as “Trotskyite stooges,” he de 
clared. This,“ he said, “is a fresh 
example of the way what went on 
in Russia is used to disrupt the 
ranks of labor in this country. It 
won't be the last time. American 
labor and progressive groups are 
going to be asked over and over 
again to decide local questions on 
the basis of charges against Trot- 
sky and Trotskyites in Moscow.” 
After Dewey's talk, urging listen- 
ers to study the commission’s re- 


port, Corliss Lamont, chairman of. 


the Friends of the Soviet Union, 
spoke against the report for 15 
minutes from another studio over 
the same hook-up. “I assert that 
from the start the inner purpose of 
this commission was to whitewash 
Trotsky, and that a majority of its 
members were hopelessly preju- 
diced in favor of him,” he said. 

Lamont said he felt Dewey had 
made “a tragic mistake in align- 
ing himself with the professional 
enemies of the Soviet Government 
and the Soviet people.” 

“Like most Americans, I hate 
any form of violence or bloodshed,” 
he said, “but I can hardly blame 
the Soviet Republic for taking the 
necessary measures to defend it- 
self against its violent enemies, 
both external and internal.”

Bare knuckle battles were fre- 
quently interminable affairs. 
Usually such bouts did not end 
in clean knockouts, but were com- 
pleted when one fighter was no 
longer able to continue through 
injury or exhaustion. 

Wearing five or six ounce 
gloves and with bandaged hands, 
fighters strike with more power 
and confidence than with bare 
knuckles. 

For sheer punishing effect, 
without emphasizing the knock- 
out feature, the skintight gloves 
used at one period of the fight 
game were probably the most 
damaging. They cut and slashed 
opponents viciously and frequent- 


ly caused blinding cuts above or 


below the eyes. 

For sleep producing results, 
with least damage to the hands 
of the striker and to the face or 
body of the victim, five-ounce 
gloves have proved best.

TROTTING OFFICIALS 
MAKE THREE CHANGES 
IN RULING FOR 1935 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 14.— The 
joint rules committee of America’s 
four trotting and pacing associa- 
tions approveed today at its meet- 


ing here three drastic changes in 
regulations governing the harness 
racing sport. 

The changes, which must be ap- 
proved by the eexecutive boards of 
the United, American and National 
Trotting Asosciations, and the Trot- 
ting Horse Club of America, are 
to be effective for the 1938 cam- 
paign. 

The committee tossed out the 
“money-won” system of classifica- 
tion adopted in 1929 and modified 
in 1935, and decided to combine it 
with the “time” method, which was 
discarded when the “money-won” 
plan gained approval. Just how 
the two systems would be intor- 
locked in gauging the class of 
trotters and pacers was being de- 
bated. 

Another change ruled out sepa- 
rate eligibility cards under the dif- 
ferent associations, the new rule 
permitting horsemen to register 
their trotters and pacers with any 
association and race them on tracks 
governed by the others, without 
payment of an added fee. 

The committee also advocated a 
single system of starting, and de- 
creed that the “parade” method, 
as used last year on the Grand Cir- 
cuit, be adopted wherever possible 
on the half-mile ovals, eliminating 
the ancient “scoring” plan.

Dick 
was formerly a partner of George

of bondholders in the system’s 1925- 
28 reorganization. Bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings were filed in June, 1935. 

At that time, it was brought out, 
the St. Paul's directors adopted the 
measure, heretofore unknown in 
such cases, of filing its petition and 
plan of reorganization at the same 
moment. According to the commit- 
tee’s examiners, the purpose was to 
rush the proceedings through be- 
fore Congress enacted an amend- 
ment, then being discussed, making 
the appointment of bankruptcy 
trustees mandatory. Thus, it was 


‘declared, the intervention of inde- 


pendent interests would be avoided, 
and the same old crowd would re- 
main in control. 


Previous Management. 

Is it not possible,” demanded

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ARMY ENGINEER 
DEFENDS TV A 
PLAN FOR DAMS 


Says Unified System Of- 
fers Advantages Over 
Cheaper Projects of Util- 
ty Witnesses. a

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 14. 
—The Tennessee Valley Authority 
has set out to try to prove before 


a three-Judge Federal Court here 
that its planned system of large 
dams on the Tennessee River and 
tributaries will provide important 
and valuable facilities for naviga- 
tion and flood control, justifying 
the half billion dollar program that 
is being carried out for develop- 
ment of the Tennessee Valley. 

Col. Lewis H. Watkins, for 30 
years an officer in the Army’s 
Corps of Engineers, testified at 
length for the TVA yesterday, as- 
serting that for both navigation 
and flood control, its unified sys- 
tem of dams will offer substantial 
advantages -over less expensive 
projects which engineering experts 
heretofore have testified would 
amply fulfill these functions if hy- 
dro-electric power generation were 
not a major objective. 

Col. Watkins was the first wit- 
ness for TVA, huge Federal cor- 
poration created by Congress in 
1933, as it opened its defense 
against the charges of 18 utility 
corporations that its operations in 
the electric power field in compe- 
tition with them are not authorized 
by any constitutional power of the 
Federal Government, and, there- 
fore, violate the rights of the com- 
panies and should be enjoined. For 
four weeks, concluding last Fri- 
day, the utility companies present- 
ed testimony and documentary evi- 
dence in support of their conten- 
tions, 

Made Survey of River. 

For five years, from 1926 to 1931, 
Col. Watkins was the Army’s dis- 
trict engineer in charge of the 
Chattanooga office for Tennessee 
River projects, under the policy of 
Congress of entrusting to the War 
Department the planning and exe- 
cution of improvements for navi- 
gation and flood control in rivers 
and harbors. In this capacity he 
had charge of a survey of the Ten- 
nessee River and tributaries on the 
basis of which he wrote a report, 
transmitted to Congress in 1930, de- 
scribing a system of 32 low dams 
which it was said could be con- 
structed for $74,709,000 and would 
provide a nine- foot navigation 
channel from the confluence of the 
Tennessee with the Ohio at Pa- 
ducah, Ky., to Knoxville, Tenn., a 
distance of 652 miles. 

That report also described the 
hydro-electric resources of the river 
and recommended that Congress 
adopt a policy of permitting pri- 
vate interests, when licensed by the 
Federal Power Commission, to con- 
struct high dams serving both for 
navigation and generation of elec- 
tricity wherever one high dam 
would replace two or more low 
dams, and that in the execution of 
this policy the Federal Government 
contribute the estimated cost of 
the low dams replaced, that is, the 
Government would pay for the nav- 
igation benefits and the private 
interests for the generating value 
of the projects. 

This policy was adopted in an act

Treaty Against Silver Dumping 
To Be Allowed to Expire Dec. 31 


Wars in China and Spain, Chief Sellers, Make 
Continuation Impossible—U. S. Ex- 
pected to Protect Domestic Price.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14. — Inter- 
national bars against silver dump- 
ing will be let down Jan. 1, an of- 
ficial said yesterday. 

Asked about the future of the 
London silver agreement, which 
will expire Dec. 31 unless renewed, 
he said: “You can bury the 
treaty.” 

War in China and Spain, two of 
the principal wduld-be silver sellers, 
apparently made continuation of 
the treaty impossible. Under the 
pact, signed in London in 1933, 
these countries and India agreed to 
limit their selling of existing silver 
hoards, while silver-produeing 
countries—the United States, Aus- 
tralia, Canada, Mexico and Peru 
agreed to buy up most of-the new 
output of their own silver mines for 
four years. 

The signatories hoped to improve 
and stabilize the world price of 
silver by preventing a glut on the 
market. India alone had hundreds 
of millions of ounces of silver 
which she could dump on the mar 
kets. 

Although the world price soared 
temporarily to about 80 cents an 
ownce, it has long been down to 45 
cents and less. 

Demise of the London agreement, 
however, may not alter United 
States silver policies materially. 
This country has been paying a 


premium price of 77.57 cents an 
ounce for newly mined domestic 
silver, and, although this price also 
will expire Dec. 31, both President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Morgen- 
thau have indicated price fixing 
will continue. Utah and Nevada 
Senators have declared that any 
serious reduction in the price would 
tarow thousands of miners out of 
work. And the new price is not 
expected to be far different, if at 
all, from the present one. 

The price the United States may 
pay for foreign silver, however, 
probably will depend on what hap- 
pens to world prices after the Lon- 
don agreement expires officially. 
The current American offer is 45 
cents an ounce. 

An exception to this price on 
foreign silver may be Mexico, for 
whose newly-mined silver’ the 
United States is reported to pay a 
price slightly above the world level. 
Continuation of this arrangement 
was sought here yesterday by 
Eduardo Suarez, Mexican Finance 
Minister, who held the first of a 
series of conferences with Mor- 
genthau. 

The United States also promised 
China last July to buy an indefinite 
amount of her silver and China 
promised to buy some of our 
surplus gold, but the Japanese in- 
vasion apparently has postponed 
fulfillment of that agreement.

Action Follows Notification 
That Rome Must Pay Dues 
TWO Years to Withdraw.

GENEVA, Dec. 14. — Leading 
Italian officials of the League of 
Nations, including Deputy Secre- 
tary-General Massimo Pilotti, ten- 
dered their resignations last night. 
Their action followed the League’s 
notification to Italy that her with- 
drawal could not. become effective 
for two years under the terms of 


the League covenant. 

Joseph Avenol, secretary - gen- 
eral, sent a telegram to “the Min- 
ister of. Foreign Affairs, Rome,” 
saying a member. might withdraw 
after two years’ notice of intention 
“provided all its international obli- 
gations and all its obligations un- 
der the covenant shall have been 
fulfilled.” 

League officials construed Ave- 
nol’s telegram to mean Italy must 
continue to pay dues for two years. 

The League communication ac- 
knowledged a message from Ital- 
ian Foreign Minister Count Ga- 
leazzo Ciano informing the organ- 
ization of Italy’s resignation. Of- 
ficials asserted Ciano’s note was 
diplomatically rude and evasive.

It is a fundamental American 
tenet that the people have the right 
to change the form of government 
under which they live, and that in- 


dividuals and organizations have. 


the right to agitate for such a 
change, if they believe that. the 
form they have is no longer com- 
patible with thete Mappiness.

But that right does not, it seems 
to me, include gracious hospitality 
for agitators who take their orders 
from foreign Powers, and attempt, 
under these foreign orders, to in- 
fluence our domestic and foreign 
policy. Or does it? The chief aim 
of Communist agitation in this 
country at present is not to improv 
the status of American workers, 
but to see to.it that in case of a 
world war this country is lined up 
on the side of Russia. The chief 
aim of Nazi agitation, carried on 
through its own nationals or blood- 
brothers, is to see that we remain 

isolationist—or join a pos- 
sible coming war on the side of 
Germany.

The democratic world has abso- 
lutely no technique for handling 
this kind of thing. We are asked 
to admit that the belief in democ- 
racy includes hospitality for our 
would-be murderers, who do not 
even bother any longer to deny that 
their strategy is planned for them 
abroad. Well, does it? 

I confess that I do not know the

N the old days, nearly the first 
thing the doctor did after hear- 
ing a patient’s story was to say, 
“Let me see your tongue.” Of late 
years, less and less stress is put 
upon this, because better ways of 
finding out the functional state of 
the stomach and bowels and nutri- 
tional diseases in which the tongue 
is changed. Perhaps, however, 
there will be a revival in the prac- 
tice of tongue examination because 
wé are urged by several prominent 
men to pay more attention to it. 
Otten a physician will simply 
look at the tongue and immediate- 
ly forget what he has seen, or else 
make no mental notations of its 
significance, The Chinese have two 
words that mean “look”; one is 
simply “to look at” and the other 
is “to look at and see“ both. It is 
the look-see habit that is valuable 


“Raw red tongue, raw red gut” 
was an old saying. The white 
tongue was looked on as a sure 
sign that the stomach was out of 
order and that a dose of calomel 
was needed. This, however, is not 
believed any more, and it is known 
that many persons have a coated 
tongue in health, especially smok- 
ers. 

The furred tongue is simply due 

to thickened epithelium covering 
the papillae of the tongue, plus 
some bacteria. The condition has 
been described as occurring in sev- 
eral stages: first, the dotted 
tongue; second, the coated or load- 
ed tongue; third, the white straw- 
berry tongue; next the furry or 
shaggy tongue, and, last, the dry, 
brown, crusted tongue. 
The wearing of an upper plate 
after a time frequently causes a 
smooth, polished, bright red tongue 
without pain or inconvenience. 

Pigmentation of he tongue is an 
uncommon abnormality, but in cer- 
tain cases of Addison’s disease, the 
tongue may be covered with black 
patches, 

Medical text-books have fum- 
bled around with the subject of 
burning tongue but, as we ex- 
plained in an article last summer, 
this need no longer be classified as 
a mystery. It is due in most in- 
stances to neuralgia from badly 
fitting dental plates. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS 


R. C. T.: “Will you please tell me 
about sacro-iliac displacement and 
sciatica? What is the latest treat- 
ment for sacro-iliac trouble and 
sciatica? How long does it usual- 
ly last or is there any cure? 

Answer: The sacrum, which is 
the last bone of the spine, is con- 
nected to the pelvic bone by a po- 
tential joint. This joint is not ex- 
actly like other joints and moves 
very little, and when it is sprained 
or displaced, pain in that region 
and going down to the sciatic nerve 
in the back of the leg occurs. The 
treatment which is still generally 
used, is not very new and consists 
in holding the pelvis in place with 
braces. It is successful in most 
instances. The condition may, 
however, be very stubborn, and a 
good case of sciatica usually takes 
about three months before it runs 
its course;

Foot Trouble 
Is Serious for 


Growing Child 


Parents Should Make Certain 
That Youngster’s Shoes Fit 
Him Properly.

66 ORETTA, stand properly.” 
L The teacher spoke sharp- 
ly. It was the fourth time 
within the hour that she had spok- 
en to Loretta about the way she 
stood. Loretta looked ready to 
weep. “I am standing properly,” 
she said, trying hard to keep back 
the tears. 
“Standing on the edges of your 
shoes is not standing properly. It’s 
a bad habit. You’re wearing your 
shoes out and making your feet 
look ugly. It’s just a bad habit 
you've gotten into and you'll have 
to correct it. Turn your feet in.” 
Loretta did her best, but when 
she marched out on line the 
teacher saw that she marched on 
the edges of her shoes just the 
same. 
“There must be something the 
matter with that child’s feet or 
she wouldn’t persist in walking 
like that. I'll stop in and speak 
to her mother.” 
“I know it,” said Loretta’s moth- 
er. “It’s been getting worse and 
worse. I’ve had to buy that child 
a new pair of shoes about every 
two weeks this term. Talking 
doesn’t do a bit of good. Ill just 
let her wear the shoes as she 
makes them. See how that works. 
Shame her into looking after her- 
self.” 
“No, we can’t do that,” said the 
teacher. “It will surely ruin her 
feet. Hadn’t we better ask the 
orthopedic surgeon to look at 
her?” 
“You don’t think Loretta is a 
cripple, do you?” asked mother, 
none too gently. 
“No, but I’m certain she doesn’t 
walk on the edges of her feet be- 
cause she wants to. My guess is 
that she has to, and she will have 
to have help if she is to walk prop- 
erly.” 
“Of course,” said the physician, 
“the poor child. How she ever 
walked as well as she did is a 
mystery to me. Those feet needed 
braces years ago. They won't show 
much. But she has to have them 
right now. I want to see her every, 
two weeks until her feet are cor- 
rected. It’s going to take time, 
but it can be done.” 
Children’s feet are quite as im- 
portant as their heads, or eyes or 
ears. If they are wrong the whole 
body is out of condition and suf- 
fers accordingly. Somehow, I sup- 
pose because they are covered by, 
shoes, they get scant consideration, 
Unless a child has a positive limp, 
foot trouble is overlooked. That is 
serious because any foot trouble 
is serious for the growing child. 
First make certain that the 
shoes fit the child’s foot. Don’t 
buy pretty shoes unless they are 
suited to the child’s foot. A shoe 
that fits its foot well is a good- 
looking shoe. No amount of trim- 
ming will make an ill-fitting shoe 
look right. Comfort makes for 
grace. Notice how the child 
wears the shoes. If he runs over, 
one side or the other, have the feet 
and the shoes examined by an en- 
pert physician and so save your 
self and the child a lot of trouble 
and expense.

Well-fitted shoes make 
corns impossible. Fallen i 
flatfoot, weak tendons, dis] ons 
in the bones of the instep—all sorts 
of foot defects are found in school 
children, If their shoes were prop- 
erly selected and fitted, if their 
feet were examined regularly dur- 
ing their growth, the children 
would be relieved of much pain, 
They would be healthier and hap- 
pier and do better school work.

EAR MRS. POST: Our wom- 
Dass club is giving a large tea 
at the club house and the com- 


for the afternoon. It has been sug- 
gested by one or two on the com- 
mittee that perhaps it would be 
more friendly in effect if we did 
not wear hats. Will you tell us 
what you think? The members who 
suggested this felt that it was right 
to consider the club house as be- 
ing temporarily the home of each of 
us 


Answer: If the club is a very for- 
mal organization, then the hostesses 
should wear hats, but if the club is 
a small, informal one, I think it 
would add very much to the effect 
of friendliness should the hostesses 
receive without hats. 


Dear Mrs. Post: What is your 
idea of most suitable clothes for 
the presiding officer to wear at an 
afternoon club meeting? And please 
include mention of gloves. 

Answer: She should wear a day- 
time dress of whatever type is most 
becoming to her personally. She 
should wear a hat and gloves as 
she enters the room. Later, when 
she takes her place on the plat- 
form, or at the head of the table, 
she removes her gloves but keeps 
her hat on. 


Dear Mrs. Post: Is it proper to 
wear furs on tweed suits? And if 
so, are there any particular kinds 
of fur pieces you have in mind? 
Answer: All furs excepting those 
very perishable, and very expen- 
sive, may be worn. Not sable, or 
silver fox, or ermine, or broadtail. 
Red fox, on the other hand, or 
mink, or krimmer, or ‘possum or 
squirrel are all suitable for coun- 
try, as well as town wear. 


Dear Mrs. Post: Unfortunately in 
the printed slip I sent for on 
clothes, you overlooked suggestions 
for an afternoon wedding. You 
wrote about the morning wedding 
and the very late afternoon prob- 
lem in dressing that is confusing 
to guests, and also you spoke of 
the evening wedding. But I can’t 
find anything mentioned about the 
typical afternoon wedding. Will 
you explain if the bride’s and 
groom’s mothers are supposed to 
dress more elaborately than other 
guests, and if they are expected to 
wear the same type of dress. 
Answer: The niothers of the bride 
and groom do usually choose clothes 
for themselves that are somewhat 
more conspicuous than those they 
would wear if they were merely 
guests at another wedding. Their 
dresses can of course be simple 
(simple clothes are much smarter 
than elaborate ones at all times) 
but not too tailored. In other words, 
I mean the type of dress that usu- 
ally has a long skirt and is more 
suitable for a lunch, or a bridge 
party, than for walking.
